The  acreage  of  cotton  planted  in  Hew  Mexico  daring  the  10  years  1928  to 
1937  has  varied  from  94,000  acres  in  1935  to  162,000  acres  in  1937.  The  nail 
acreages  during  the  3  years  preceding  1937  were  dae  largely  to  acreage  redac- 
tions nnder  contract  with  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Administration.  Thera 
were  approximately  30,400  acres  of  cotton  plowed  up  during  the  first  cottoa 
program  in  1933.  For  the  past  10  years  the  acreage  planted  on  land  not  ir- 
rigated ranged  from  about  10  percent  to  22  percent  of  the  total  planted  for 
the  state. 

The  yield  per  acre  during  the  period  has  varied  from  302  pounds  in  1932 
to  481  pounds  in  1937.  The  yield  per  acre  in  any  one  year  is  affected  some- 
what hy  the  abandonment  of  cotton  grown  under  dry-land  conditions.  I>iring  the 
drou^t  of  recent  years  when  the  abandonment  of  dry-land  cotton  was  heavy,  the 
state  yield  per  acre  was  materially  reduced  because  of  the  small  production  in 
dry-land  cotton  growing  counties.  Low  yields  in  irrigated  areas  are  often  the 
result  of  insufficient  water  for  irrigation  or  too  much  rainfall  after  pleats 
begin  to  bloom. 

The  production  of  cotton  is  expressed  in  units  of  SOO-pound  gross  weight 
bales.  The  largest  production  was  in  1937  and  the  smallest  in  1932.  The  aaall 
production  in  1932  was  a  result  of  low  yields  from  both  Irrigated  and  dry-land 
cotton.  The  1937  production  was  a  result  of  hi^  yields  from  the  largest 
acreage  ever  grown  in  the  state. 

There  is  a  tendency  to  plant  cotton  acreages  in  the  different  eoxmties 
according  to  changes  made  by  the  state  as  a  whole.  This  is  often  prevented 
by  lack  of  rainfall  in  the  dry-land  counties,  and  in  the  irrigated  counties 
by  a  limited  amount  of  crop  land. 

The  estimates  of  production  are  based  vapon  ginnings  as  reported  by  the 
United  States  Bureau  of  the  Census  with  adjustment  for  each  county  for  cross- 
county  movement  of  seed  cotton. 

The  estimates  of  acreage  planted  are  based  upon  the  censuses  of  1925, 
1930  and  1935,  reports  from  Federal  Irrigation  Projects  on  total  acreage 
planted  yearly,  available  data  from  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Administration 
for  the  years  1933  to  1937  inclusive,  and  current  reports  from  crop  reporters 
relating  to  cotton  acreage  in  each  year. 

The  estimates  of  the  yield  per  acre  are  based  upon  yields  coopited 
from  acres  and  bales  reported  to  the  Census  in  census  years  and  upon  current 
reports  from  crop  reporters  relating  to  yield  in  each  year,  and  aleo  on  yields 
reported  by  prodocers  on  Federal  Irrigation  Projects.
